commonly likenefle breedeth love : they.are both 
created unto one image, and how can a ſonne ofGod 
but love his owne likenefle which he ſeeth -in his 
brother? As ina glafle face anſwereth to face, ſo a 
Saints ſoule anſwereth to the ſoule of a Saint ; and 
when one ſees his owne ſhape in the other, from this 
likenefle and harmony there muſt needs ariſe ſpiri- 
tuall love and amity. Thirdly, it a Saint conſider the 
exccllency of a Saint,how can he chuſe but loyehim 
for h1s excellency? God is the chicteſt and higheſt 
excellence, and he that moſt-reſembleth God, is 
therefore moſt excellent; Now among viſible crea- 
tures, there is none that reſembleth God more then 
a Saint,for he is a ſonne of God, b:gotten to the true- 
image. of God his Father; theretore he that loves. 
God that begat, loves alſo the Sons whom God hath 
begotten, and the man according to Gods own heart 
becauſe his goodnefle ( the fruit of love) extends 
not unto God, therefore he communicates it to the 
Saints and Sons of God that excall-in vertyec ; as if

the true Catholick Church, and by which the Ca- 
tholick Church doth love it ſelfe with a Catholicke 
love. But fuch men by likelihood have a private ſpi- 
rit, by which they love a private part and f.&ion, 
and are ſhort of that univerſall ſpirit which loveth 
the univeriall Church with an univerſall love : for 
there is a private {pirit of loveas well as of faith ; and 
it is that kinde of ſpirit which Saint 7.uves mentio-

Indeed, it he be of a 
Church intected with errours, thou muſt be wary 
of him, that he intc& thee not v ith thoſe errours ; 
but be allo wary of not hating the Spirit of Chriſt 
1n a member ot Chriſt : It is an Apoltolicall, and to 
an undeniable Inference, It ye have put on the 
New-man, in which is neither Greeke nor Jew, Cir- 
cumcifion nor Uncircumcition, Barbarian, Scythi- 
an, bond nor free, but Chriſt 1s all in all; Ft on 
therejure (there 18 a binding torce&an this therefore ) as 
the ele? if God, holy ard nl ied, burwvels of mercy, kinaneſſe, 
ec. And above all theſe things, put en charity, which is tbe 
kon1 of perfefineſes and /et tbe peace of 'C 4 rele 11 Jour 
bearts, 10 which ye are called in one body, 

Let us then have love and peace with a beleeving 
Mulcovite, Grecian, Athiopian, Indian, if he be ot 
that one body whercin Chritt 15 all in all, and by 
the unity whereof weare called to love and peace 
yea, from this univerſal} peace and love may not be 
excluded any remnant according to the elet'on of 
grace, pertaming to the body of Chriſt, though ſo- 
Jjourning, in the tents and territories of Kome®: we 
may not hate the ſeven thouſand that doe not bow 
their knees to Baal, though ditperſed among ſeven 
millions of IdoJaters; we may not hate lirael;though 
in bondage under #hr2b. But to the true Iirael, e. 
ven to the pure in heart.and thoſe who in Chriſt Je- 
ſus are new creatures, and walk according to this 
rule,peacc,and the prayers of peace;the true fruits of 
love doe belong; the divine Apoltle being herein our 


Eph. 4. 16 guide and example. And while thus we enjoy and 
1Joh-3-14 xmbrace this univerſall love with the univerſall bo.

dy of Chriſt, great is our ſafety; tor hereby we oe 
an

and may aſſure our hearts, that we belong to that 
univerſall body , which alone loveth it telfe with 
this univerali love. That 1s the truly Catholicke 
Church, which is indued with this Catholick love ; 
that 15a living Church, which is a loving Church : 
We theretore 1imbracing and exerciting this Catho- 
licke love, are of the Chu: cb truly Catholick ; even 
of that Church, which being a Church of love, 1s 
allo a Church ot lite. 

But it 15 never enough to be lamented, That when 
Chriſt hath made Love the very Character and 
Badge of his Dilciples. thole that would be called 
Clifittians, that is, che Ditciples ot Chriſt, are tarre 
troffthat wherein this Ditcipleſhip doth etpecially 
confiit. One Apottle having named ſome chiete 
Graces and Vertues, faith; vr ie greateſt of rheje 15 
[oe, And in another place, Avuve all theſe things pret or 
I re, . which 15 the bm of perfecineſſe, And anotiier Apo- 
tle, Above all things have fervent 1-ve ammg y ur ſelves But 
how comes it to patle then, that when Chriſt and 
his Apoſtles ſet up love above all things, we lee to 
many things ſet up above love, yea, we lee lovede- 
ſtroyed for little things, which is better than all 
things? Yea, when love by uniting would mutu» 
elly preſerve the Saints, they by hatred and con- 
tention will deſtroy both love and thomlelves ; yet 
the ſame evill ſpirit that moves to rhis deſtroying 
by hatrcd and diviſion, preicrves his owne King- 
dome by unity And though his depraved nature be 
contrary to true love, ye: his cr-tt 1o farre over- 
rules, or at leaſtguides his mali-e, that he holds 
umty tor our ruine, and his owne prelcrvation. But 
Chriſtians, whole Divine Nature is eſpecially made 
up of love, run haftily and headily into hatred and 
dizifion; and thus doe they gce contraty to the 
Divine Nature, wherein is the verizee t the Due, and the 
wiſedome (commanded ) in the Serpent. But doc not taole

talke of Chriſtianity, and thus walke contrary to it, 
meerely turne Chriſtianity into talking, and make 
rhemiclves but tinklng Cynsballs ? 

Let true Chriſtians terioutly contider, that union 
in Chriit their head 15a ſtronger root of love and 
unity than lefler differenccs can be of diviſion. It 
was the great Plot ot Chriſt by the expence of his 
molt precious Blood, torecapitulate and bring into 
unity under one Head thole that lay ſcattered under 
jundry Gdifferences; and 1s it not then to counter- 
worke againſt Chriſts great Plot and Myſtery of 
Godlinetie, by ſmall diftzrences to d'vide thole 
whom he hath by lo deare a purchaſe knit together, 
yet { which 15a highdegree ot this miſchicte ) men 
pretend tor Chriſtianity to hate anddeſtroy Chritti- 
ans. but 1s it not the tame which in others hath bin 
truly called Antichriſtian; tor both this and that per- 
{ecutes Chriſt inhis members, oppoleth Chriſt in 
bis DuKtrine, and in his maine worke ot diſpenſati- 
on; let {ach heare Paul ſpeak.ng «Where there are apviſie 
(mr am ng 10", eze rot caruali,and waive 15 men © And in- 
deed, 15 1t not c:rnall to hate a membcr of Chrilt for 
that difference which he may bave, and yet be a 
member of Chriſt? Is not he more io be loved tor 
being a member of Chriſt then to be hated tor that 
difference? yea 1t Chriſt doe love and forgive him, 
how dar'ſt thou to hate him whom Chriſt Joves ? 
Halſt thou ſeen any warrant in Scripture to give thee 
authority to hate a member of Chriit who agrees 
with Chriſt by faith and love, but agrces not with 
thee 1n all thy. opinions # The *cripture faith , We 
know but in part ;, and if fo, thou mult give every Saint 
theſe graines of allowance which the Apoſtle gives 
him. It may be the knowledge of that point where- 
in hediffers from thee is not within his part, and 
thou wilt have him know beyond his part, or-elſe 
thou wilt fall out with him ; Is not thus to fall _y 
WI

with a Saint tor impoſiibilities; and which is more, 
3s it not to fight againſt God in his diſpenſations ? 
God is not pleaſcd to put this knowledge within his 
part, and therefore thou tall'ſt out with him; and is 
not thy quarrell againſt God alſo, becauſe God hath 
not revealed it unto ham? yea as confident as thou 
art, it way bz that opinion for which thou fall it our 
with him is not 1n thy part,but that which he holds 
is within his part ; and then what a double madnefle 
1» it to hate thy brother , tor not maintaining that 
opinion which thou holdeſt,but knowelt not to be a 
truth, and for that truth which thy brother knowes, 
and theretore maintaines? But 1t of 1gnorance he 
erre 1n thoſe things that are out of his part, beare 
with him as thou wouldeſt be 50rn with , yea loved, 
notwithſtanding that crrour , for this is the Law and 
the Propietr, It 15 not to bebclieved, that any Saint 
willingly would maintaine a knowne errour, anditf 
he hold it of weaknefle, receive hin that is weake, 
and no: for contentions and dividing diſputations ; 
beare with him in that which is beyond has part, and 
he ſhall beare with thee in that which is beyond th 
part, tor there 15a great number of truths whic 
tome Szints know, and others do-not : yea many . 
which none attaine unto We have plaine places of 
Scripture wh:rein love to all Saints 1s commended 
and commanded but none wherein hatred of Faints 
ade 5 mcaſures of knowledge 1s injoyned or ap- 
roved. 
R Agiine, the Body of Chriſt doth edife it ſelfe in 
love, therefore no love, no edification. But on the 
contrary, as love edifies, ſo hatred pulls downe, and 
teares the building into pieces. Now what ſaies the 
& cripture 2? Wha (o deſtroyes the Temple of God, in ſhall God 
deſtroy. A fearefull worke paid with fearefull wages 
Temple deftruction followed with deftrution of 
Templedeſtroyers. Newe 1s this wholly deferred 
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tothe great day , but even in this life diviſion of 
*aints threatens deſtruction ; for if ye bite me another, 
ye (ball be conſumed one of another. When theſe lefler 
differences make a divifion , the great Malignant 
puts in his wedge.and thelcfl r follow and ferve him 
in this worke, and both teare Saints alunder to de- 
troy them by dividing ; yea to deftroy one Saint by 
another. A 1ad thing when Saints ſhall do the D-- 
vils works, dividing and deſtroying. But farre trom 
Saints be the works and paths of the deftroyer. Bur 
let the:n much rather do the works of God, even of 
that God who is Love, and his work 15 Salyation- Ler 
them ſtrive to preſerve cach other by provoking one 
another to love and good workes, and by being knit 
and linkt together io faſt in love, that none ot theſe 
infernall Wedges and Engines may teare shem aſun- 
der. Let them walke in thoſe ſaving truths to which 
they have attained with onz minJ;:, and one love ; 
and if any thing beſides benot yet attained 'o waite 
with mutuall patience and forbrcarance untill the 

fame be revcaled 
I know there are errours to whoſe owners and 
maintainers ihe Apoſtle a'lowes not,God ſpeed. But 
I ſpeake not of thole, but of ſuch differences and di- 
vilions as arc of a lower nature. And 1s not the inter- 
n:]l unity of the <+pirit a greater band of love and 
eacc th-n difference in ſmall ma ters or externals.

not ſuch a deſtruction like unto this , that when two 
owners of a field of Corne cannot agree about the 
f:ſhion of the hedge, upon this diſagreement they 
will both agree to ſet the Corne on fire and deſtroy 
it? What were this but to deſtroy the Corn for that 
very thing,whoſe maine,if not only uſe,is to preſerve 
it? Let Saints heare the voice and judgement gf 4/./es 
( a great Saint, and who in this voyce ſpake as' one 
that was deſigned to be the great Judge of trial) 
J 
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of Chriſt into pieces for the cloths of the ? 
It nt the body better then raiment f Chrift hath» hed his 
blood for his Saints, and his Spirit into the Saints 
to purchaſe love, peace, and unity for them ; doe not 
rob him of his purchaſe by divitions, and-tcaring his 
body aſunder, leaſt he againe cry out from Heaven, 
Why doe y1a perjecute me? and why doe you teare me in pe ces in 
my memer:? Let us not prefer low quarrels and opini- 
ons before Chriſt dwelling and hving in his mem- 
bers; what 1s this but to make Idols of them, and to 
make our ſelves like thoſe of Ca22, who ſacrificed their 
S ns and Dazghbrers to their 14ls ; and what followes ? 
Thus was the Land defiled with inn»cent blood, 

But let every men ſadly and fincerely examine the 
matter, both as a Chriſtian, and asa wiſe man: as a 
Chriſtian.let him aske his Soul whether it can be the 
Spirit that hates and endeavours to deſtroy a man 
that hath the Spitit, certainly it is imposſible, that 
the Spirit ſhould hate the Spirit,or him that hath it. 
For the fruit of the Spirit 3s love, even love to all the brethren 
that ave borne of the ſame Spirit, And if it bea work of 
the fleſh, what hath a ſpirituall man to doe with the 
fleſh but to kill it ? and not for the fleſh to kill thoſe 
that have the Spirit. Secondly as a wile man, who 
would by ſuch devifion and oppoſition of Brethren 
make a gap, and open a gate for the common enemy 
to comein and deſtroy both? wherefore ( to con- 
clude ) let not leffer taults or exceptions which may 
ſand with brother-hood, diflolve brother hood; 
much leſſglet Brethren to deſtroy one another. And 
if it were lawfull (as it is not in Abrahams judgement, 
who was the Father of the faithfull, and told his 
Nephew Lt, Let 9 mt ſtrive, becauſe we are brethren) yet 
firſt of all, meanes ſhould be uſed for reconciliacion 
and fſatisfation ; thus did the whole Congregation 
of 1/ra4l by Meflengers ſent to the Tribes of Aeon,
